Morse spoke as the Senate was 
preparing to give near - unani- 
mous approval to the compro- 
mise bill, aimed at curbing rack- 
eteering in unions and depriving 
them of a measure of their eco- 
nomic power. It was indicated 
that if the Senate completes its 
consideration of the bill today 
it will go to the House for ap- |’ 
proval tomorrow. Signature by 
President Eisenhower is regard- 
ed as virtually certain. 

The compromise, on which fi- 
nal agreement was reached late 
yesterday, embodies the first 
major labor legislation since 
passage of the Taft-Hartley law 
of 1947 and already has aroused | 
angry comments among leaders. | 


The measure contains many of 
the features proposed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, a Senate- 
passed bill of which Senator 
Kennedy was chiet author and 
of the Landrum-Griffin bill 
passed in the House last month. 

In 12 days of closed-door con- 
ferences, Senator Kennedy and 
three other “pro-union” Demo- 
ecrats among the seven Senate 
conferees engaged in daily strug- 
gles with the North-South coali- 
tion from the House to revise 
provisions of the Landrum-Grif- 
fin bill which they cdnsidered 

In the end, the House confer- 
ees were able to claim that the 
compromise bill sustained the 
principle they espoused of addi- 
tional restraints om such prac- 
tices as ofganizational picketing 
and boycotts. The 
Kennedy forces were able to 
point out that the impact of the 
Landrum-Griffin provisions had 
been considerably softened to 
the advantage of legitimate 
union activities. 

The activities which, Senator 
Kennedy said, had been pro- 
tected from virtual obliteration 
by the Landrum-Griffin measure, 
included picketing for organiza- 
tional purposes and the execu- 
tion of union contracts with 
prime contractors excluding non- 
union subcontractors, as in the 
garment and construction in- 
dustries. 


The final draft contained 
strict curbs on picketing intended 
to compel union organization of 
employes by coercing an em- 
ployer. At the same time, how- 
ever, it provides for limited or- 
ganization picketing by a union 
that can show employes have a 
genuine interest in joining, or 
can show anti-union activities or 
collusive arrangements by an 
employer with another union. 


Other Major Provisions. 
In outline, the compromise 
ontains these other major pro- 
visions: 


A bill of rights to protect 
rank-and-file members from 
abuses by union officers, and 
severe criminal penalties for 
violators. 

Detailed public financial re- 
porting by unions, covering 
such data as assets, liabilities, 

, receipts, disbursements, loans 

’ to officers and members and 
financial arrangements with 
employers unrelated to benefits 
for members. 

A stipulation that employers 
and employer representatives~ 
called middlemen—must report 
all spending for the purpose of 
influencing workers in their 
choice of a union or no union, 
for xeample. 


Secret ballot elections for 
unions, with a five-year limita- 
tion on the term of an interna- 
tional officer and a three-year 
limit for a local officer. 


An eight-month limitation on 

imposed on local 

unions by international offi- 
cers. 


A bar against any person 
who has been convicted of a 
felony from holding union of- 
fice for a period: of five years 
after release from prison. A 
similar prohibition against 
anyone holding office who has 
been a member of the Commu- 
nist party until five years after 
termination of the member- | 
ship.

The plan would also aid in es- 
tablishing area-wide planning for 
commercial and industrial devel- 
opments and public service facili- 
ties; he continued. 

He said the survey on which 
the plan was based was the result 
of 15 months of “dedicated ef- 


fort” by freeholders and experts. 
It was the most adequately fi- 
,manced and staffed of any such 
| undertaking in the country, he 
added. 
Bergmann objected to au- 
thority which would be given to 
supervisors under the plan to 
impose special taxes for bene- 
fits deemed necessary by dis- 
trict engineers. 

He complained that a referen- 


dum on such undertakings is not 
provided for on the plan, adding 
that the district would need only 
hold hearings before proceeding 
to establish the special benefits. 

Such a procedure is the “badge 
of supergovernment,” he said, 
adding that local governments 
would be “left to wither on the . 
vine.” 

The speaker termed the argu- 
ment that new industries would 
be attracted to the area a “glit- 
tering generality.”” Actually, he 
said, they would be discouraged 
by higher taxes levied under the 
district plan.

DACCA, East Pakistan, Sept. 
3 (AP)—President Mohammed 
Ayub Khan last night announced 
a system of “‘basic democracy” 
\for Pakistan to replace the par 
liamentary system abolished 
when he scrapped the constitu- 
tion last Oct. 7. 

In a nationwide broadcast, he 
declared, ‘“‘Past experience has 
| shown that Western-type democ- 
| Tacy could not be transplanted 
or 1 agg em upon soil that was 

not prepared for its healthy 
nourishment and growth.” 

A nine-hour session attended 
by Cabinet ministers and East 
bo officials and presided 


over by Khan completed draft 
legislation to introduce the so- 
called basic democracies. The

ordinance to be proclaimed on 

‘the president's orders. 
|” The president described his 
| basic democracy as a four-tier 
| system. 
| He said Pakistanis will elect 
| representatives to local councils 
_in urban and rural areas at the 
first rung of the political and 
economic ladder. 

The councils, to have twice as 
many elected members as gov- 
ernment - nominated members, 
will elect chairmen to represent 
| them at the next level, the sub- 
| divisions. 
| The other two tiers are district 
regions and provinces. 
| Khan appealed to his people 
to make the new system a suo 
|cess and declared that he had 
restored democracy in less than 


@ year. 

There will be 8000 counciis in 
Pakistan. 

Khan, a career soldier, im 
posed martial law in Pakistes 
and cancelled its constitution 
last October. He stepped into 
the presidency after forcing Is- 
kander Mirza to give up the 
post. 

The new strongman then em- 
barked on an economic reform 
program designed to increase 
food production and introduce 
land reforms. He also imposed 
stiff price controls in an effort 
to stabilize prices.

The compromise labor bill worked out by 
the Senate-House conferees and now mov- 
ing to final approval should go a long way 
toward ending union abuses and protecting 
honest unions, their members and the public. 
It was surprising and encouraging that the 
supporters of the strong Landrum-Griffin bill 
and the relatively mild Kennedy bill could 
reach an agreement that seemingly satisfies 
both sides. Only two of the 14 conferees 
failed to approve the report. 

The compromise represents a major victory 
for President Eisenhower, who went to the 
people by radio and television in behalf of the 
Landrum-Griffin bill, which was passed 229- 
201 by the House Aug. 13. And it is also a 
victory for public opinion, which the Presi- 
dent’s address helped to crystallize. We agree 
with Secretary of Labor Mitchell that “no 
honest trade union or employer has cause to 
fear this legislation; it will not be used to 
‘bust’ unions or harass management; it will 
be used only to help labor and management 
clean their ranks of corrupt elements.”

What the conferees did was to take some 
of the generalities of the Landrum-Griffin 
bill and write in certain specifics aimed 
mainly at clarification. This was the road to 
compromise. Still it seems extraordinary that 
Senator Kennedy of Massachusetts, who 
fought hard for his measure, could say that 
the conference report constitutes “a bill I can 
wholeheartedly support,” while the sponsors 
of the House bill, Representatives Landrum 
of Georgia and Griffin of Michigan, as well 
as Senator Goldwater of Arizona, also could 
express satisfaction. 

The legislation gets directly at many of 
the abuses disclosed by the McClellan com- 
mittee. It is intended to guarantee the rights 
of union members and to safeguard union 
treasuries; to provide for detailed public 
financial accounting by unions; and to change 
the Taft-Hartley Act in the areas in which it 
has frequently been evaded. 

Thus the bill ‘contains a general bar on 
secondary boycotts directed at a neutral third 
party in a dispute, but safeguards to assure 
that primary picketing shall not be affected. 
The so-called “hot cargo” agreements under 
which an employer, usually a truck operator, 
agrees not to do business with another em- 
ployer at the demand of the union, are out- 
lawed. There is. a bar on organizational 
picketing in certain specified cases. This 
form of picketing is outlawed when another 
union has been recognized, when the union 
seeking to picket has lost a bargaining elec- 
tion in the last 30 days, and when picketing 
has been conducted for 30 days without a 

request for an election. Unrestricted organiza- 
tional picketing is allowed if the company is 
found to have signed a so-called “sweetheart” 
contract with a company-dominated union. 
There is also a provision permitting the states 
to handle some cases which the National 
Labor Relations Board declines to take. Dis- 
missed strikers will be allowed to vote along 
with their replacements in bargaining elec- 
tions held within 12 months of a strike.

The Administration sought particularly the 
bars on secondary boycotts and “blackmail” 
picketing and a provision for referring certain 
NLRB cases to the states. The Bill of Rights 
section is an outgrowth of the McClellan 
hearings. It was fought by labor leaders, but 
contains important safeguards with respect 
to the conduct of union meetings and elec- 
tions, and it provides for enforcement. 

If approved by Congress and signed by 
President Eisenhower, as expected, this meas- 
ure will constitute the most important labor 
legislation passed since the enactment of the 
Taft-Hartley Act 12 years ago. Labor would 
be wise to accept it as a reflection of what 
the public wants; this, in a democracy, should 
be the determining factor.

Counting Dr. Rainey, the 12-member board 
now will include at least three members who 
hold office largely on the strength of public 
support independent of doorbell ringing by 
the precinct professionals. The others are 
Daniel L. Schlafly and the Rev. John J. Hicks. 
All three are serving six-year terms that run 
through April 1965. 

A third of the seats on the board become 
vacant every two years under a statutory sys- 
tem of staggered terms. Those whose terms 
expire in 1961 are Oscar A. Ehrhardt, James 
F. Morrell, Mrs. Irma H. Friede and Edward 
C. Donnelly. They defeated the so-called 
Blue Ribbon slate in the bitter contest of 1955 
when most of the Democratic and Republican 
ward organizations covertly joined forces in 
the nonpartisan ‘election to crush the threat 
of the independents. ; 

If all four of those seats were to be fill 
by independent candidates of the caliber of 
Dr. Rainey, Mr. Schlafly and the Rev. Mr. 
Hicks, public education in St. Louis would be 
free of ward-type politics. 

Dr. Rainey’s election is pivotal. Had he 
not won the contest with Mrs. Louis W. Bucko- 
witz, the best that independents could have 


looked forward to in 1961 was a board split 


six and six. This would have given the peo- 
ple a veto of sorts over proposals originating 
with the ward factions. But that falls a good 
deal short of being able to put forward and 
implement constructive proposals, as now 
could be the case. 

Everything will depend upon sweeping all 
four of the seats that will be at stake in April 
1961. That is only about 19 months away, not 
too soon for those who supported the Schlafly- 
Hicks-Rainey slate to begin thinking of the 
campaign ahead, especially of persuading 
first-class candidates to file. The people and 
their children deserve a board composed of 


the first citizens of the community, and there 


is no good reason they cannot have it. 


Precedent for Safety 


Congressman Kenneth A. Roberts of Ala- 
bama is a persistent man against large odds 
on safety issues. It was he who got Congress 
to adopt a law requiring refrigerator manu- 
facturers to put escape handles inside refrig- 
erators. This year he challenged Detroit on 
another safety matter, and has won his battle 
in the House. . 

The chamber passed a bill requiring the 
Secretary of Commerce to establish standards 
for “reasonable safety devices” on automo- 
biles, and henceforth the Federal Government 
could buy only those cars meeting those stand- 
ards and containing those devices. 

During hearings, auto makers protested 
that not enough was known about the causes 
of accidents and injuries to warrant rigid 
standards. Yet research has proved that such 
items as safety belts, padded dashboards, 
contoured seats and strong roofs or roll bars 
could reduce the ghastly casualty list of mod- 
ern traffic. 

While the Roberts bill does not dictate to 
the auto industry, it should have its effect 
in Detroit. The Government owns about 
46,000 vehicles and buys about 10,000 new 
autos for replacements each year. If these 
can be equipped for safer driving, several 
million autos sought by private customers 
can be. The Government ought to set the 
precedent for safety. 


No Harm in Waiting 

It is now well over two years since the Su- 
preme Court handed down its decision in the 
Mallory case, which set aside a criminal con- 
viction because District of Columbia police 
permitted an “unnecessary delay” in taking 
the defendant before a judicial officer. The 
purpose of this step in such a case is to pro- 
vide a judicial determination of probable 
cause for the arrest. 

After the Mallory decision, cries arose over 
the country as well as in Congress that the 
ruling would hamper police officers in bring- 
ing guilty persons to judgment. An anti-Mal- 
lory-decision bill was turned back last sum- 
mer in Congress. Yet the fact is that police 
officers and prosecutors are finding the Mal- 
lory decision no obstacle to their work. Of- 
fenders are being caught, they are being 
brought fairly to trial and are being con- 
victed. The Washington Post reports that the 
predictions that law and order would suffer in 
the District of Columbia have not materialized. 

As to the anti-Mallory legislation now pend- 
ing in the Senate after passage in the House— 
why not wait at least another year and see if 
it is needed? No case has been ihade for it.

Church spoke in the Inter- 
parliamentary Union’s debate on 
parliaments’ responsibility in 
the protection of human rights,” 
a subject to which my country 
has always attached supreme 
importance.” 

The young Senator chose the 
first meeting of the union in a 
Communist country to describe 
the liberties which Americans 
enjoy by constitutional right. 
He drew no comparisons with 
either the parliaments or liber- 
ties of the Communist countries.

He said that in revolutionary 
times ‘‘the people of the Ameri- 
can colonies chose liberty be- 
fore peace, they fought to estab- 
lish a government of their own 
making, that would function,’ 
by the consent of the governed 
“within a free society in which 
all men would stand equal before 
the law.” 

He said: “Should anyone pro- 
test that my country ... has 
failed to extend all of these 
freedoms to all of our people 
all of the time, I would readily | 
agree. We were not the first | 
country to aspire to freedom, 
and perhaps we are not the 
country that has most perfectly 
achieved it.”

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London Traffic So Bad It Must 
Be Improved or Grind to Halt

LONDON, Sept. 3—Traffic in 
this city, an official report indi- 
cates, has become so intolerable 
that it must either be relieved 
or permitted to grind itself al- 
most to a stop. 


The warning was sounded yes- 
_terday in the annual review of 
the London Transport Executive, 
the city’s public transportation 
authority. 


The review, which covers 
through 1958, states. that be- 
tween July 1956 and July of last 
year, private car traffic for the 
whole of London and its outly- 
ing districts increased by 17 per 
cent, while traffic in the center 
of London increased by 9 per 
cent. 


The reason for the difference, 
the review suggests, is that the 
center of London is saturated. 
It adds: 


“The traffic congestion expe 
rienced in central London in the 
weeks immediately before 
Christmas, when movement was 
brought almost to a_ standstill 
for long periods, was the worst 
ever encountered. 

“It is a warning of what may

THE WORD. “plankton” is 
used every now and then when 
people speak of the ocean, but 
we seldom hear about benthos 
(pronounced BEN-thos). 

Benthos might be called 
“the plankton of the bottom.” 
The material is composed of 
tiny forms of plant and animal 
life, and is present chiefly in 
ocean “ooze.” 

There was a time when peo- 
ple spoke of little except ooze 
when they described the ocean 
bottom. Now we are growing 
better acquainted with that area. 
Diving spheres, with people in- 
side, have gone to depths of 
more than two and a half miles. 
Many samples of the ocean bot- 
tom have been pulled up in 
places where the water is miles 
deep.

A citement over the discovery of 


lumps of ore on the floor of the 
ocean, This ore is scattered wide- 
ly. Bottom-dwelling fish (even 
those with electric lights) may 
bump into the lumps once in a 
while. . 

Q. How large are the lumps?

of oranges, or smaller. They are 
somewhat rounded, but have 
various shapes. Few of them 
come close to the roundness Of 
an orange. They may have been 
produced by an electro-chemical 
process in the ocean water. | 

Q. What do the lumps con- 
tain? 

A. Those which have been an- 
alyzed contain an average of 
about 30 per cent manganese, 
1% per cent nickel, 1 per cent 
cobalt, and 2 per cent copper. 

The *amount of ofe on: the 
ocean bottom has been estimated 
at a point somewhere between 
500 billion tons and a trillion 
tons.
